HOUSE APPROVAL 
GONGLUDES ACTION 
ON SHOALS PLANS 


Government Corporation 
Goes Into Power Busi- 
ness as Tennessee Proj- 
ect Is Enacted. 


WASHINGTON, May 17.—@)— 


Congress put its final approval on 
the administration’s vast Muscle 
Shoals-Tennessee basin development 
bill today and only President Roose- 
velt’s signature remained to be af- 
fixed before the new law on the ex- 
panded war-time project takes effect. 

House adoption, 259 to 112, of the 
senate-approved conference report em- 
bodying the principal provisions of the 
Norris bill, ended congressional ac- 
tion. It was the first such bill to be 
approved by congress that also was 
favored by the White House. 

It fulfills a democratic party plat- 
form pledge, carries out one of Pres- 
ident Roosevelt’s requests for emer-' 
gency legislation, and puts a govern- 
ment corporation into the power pro- 
duction business. 

Delay in sending the engrossed bill 
to the White House was caused by 


the early adjournment of the house, 
in respect to the death of Representa- 
tive Brand, of Georgia, which pre- 
vented Speaker Rainey and Vice 
President Garner from affixing their 
signatures. 

House action on the conference re- 
port came after an hour of debate. 

The measure provides for the crea- 
tion of a board of three, to be ap- 
pointed by the president to direct the 
Tennessee valley authority. This cor- 
poration would handle the vast proj- 
ect, including the production of pow- 
er and fertilizer at Muscle Shoals on 
the Tennessee river, construction of 
a power dam on Cove creek in Ten- 
nessee, and the building and purchase 
of transmission lines. 

The house receded on the chief dis- 
puted points in the measure to accept 
with but minor changes the proposal 
of Senator, Norris, republican, Ne- 
braska, outStanding proponent of giv- 
ernment ownership by power projects.

By Wednes- 
lay night, 12 nations, including Great 
Britain, had sent messages to Wash- 
ngton indicating approval of Roose- 
elt’s proposal for non-aggression. 

Berlin—Chancellor Hitler indorsed 
Roosevelt’s utterances, declaring Ger- 
many would go as far as any other 
nation in disarming. 

Paris—A government spokesman 
egarded Hitler’s attitude as concilia- 
tory and an about face in policy; 
Premier Deladier wished success for 
Roosevelt's plan. 

ndon—Prime Minister MacDon- 
ld gave Roosevelt’s attitude hearty 
approval; plan expected to be laid 
before house of commons soon. 

Geneva—League of Nations spokes- 
men regarded Hitler’s words as more 


moderate than expected, but disliked

against the disarmament conference 
unless Germany were granted arms 
equality. 

Rome—Both Roosevelt and Hitler 
utterances considered in semi-official 


circles as important steps toward dis- 
armament and world peace. 

’ o — War office spokesman 
said Japan would be embarrassed by 
President Roosevelt's: suggestions be- 
cause of war operations in north 
China. 

Budapest—Comment from the Hun 
garian government was lacking; news- | 
papers refrained from comment or 
were cautiously skeptical. 

_ Madrid— Newspapers commented va- 
riously that the inferiority imposed on 
Germany by the treaty of Versailles 
must be removed. 

Moscow — Government officials 
greeted Roosevelt’s appeal with re- 
serve, but unofficially it was regarded 
with satisfaction although not as 
recognition. 

In addition to Great Britain, other 
nations to signify approval were Swe- 
den, France, The Netherlands, Austria, 
Norway. Denmark, Latvia, Mexico,

TRANQUIL WORLD 
GERMAN GOAL, 
HTLER DECLARES 


FieryChancellorDemands 
Disarmament of Other 
Nations Rather Than 
Rearmament of Own. 


BERLIN. May 17.—(4)—Chancel- 
lor Hitler today in his eagerly await- 
ed pronauncement before the reich- 
stag, sounded Germany’s demand for 
equality in armaments, accepted 
President Roosevelt’s proposals for 
world peace, and announced . Ger- 
many’s readiness to co-operate with 
other nations in guaranteeing inter- 
national security and tranquility. 

“There is but one great task before 
the world, namely, to secure the peace 
of the world,” the nazi chieftain as- 
serted in an address which, while 
stoutly reaffirming Germany's “right 
to live’ on equal terms with other 
peoples, was marked by obvious mod- 


eration. 
Scores Treaty. 

The German chancellor roundly 
scored the Versailles treaty but 
pledged his government to abide by it 
until some better instrument should 
be found to replace it. 

“Germany is not thinking of ag- 
gression but of security,” the chan- 
cellor declared in announcing that his 
country is ready to join “every solemn 
non-aggression pact.” 

Other parts of the chancellor's 
speech were designed to show his de- 
sire to save Europe from the scourge 
of war and to assure peace for Ger- 
many and for her neighbors. 

Cheered wildly by thousands of his 
uniformed followers the nazi Mader 
delivered his address standing in 
front of a huge swastika banner, be- 
side which hung a black, white and 
red flag, emblem of the old empire. 

Reiterating the demand for equality 
of armaments, the chancellor asserted 
that equality is moral, legal and sen- 
sible... 

“Germany wants nothing she is not 
ready to give to others,” he said, 

Welcomes Message. 

He welcomed President Roosevelt's 
peace message, sent yesterday to 54 
nations of the world. 

“The American president’s -propos- 
als,” he said, “place Germany under 
warm obligations. Germany is ready 
without reserve to agree to this meth- 
od of relieving the international crisis, 
for she, too, is of the opinion that 
without a solution of the disarmament 
question no lasting economic recon- 
struction is possible. 

“She (Germany) is ready unselfish- 
ly to participate in this work of put- 
ting in order. the political and eco- 
nomic conditions of the world.” 

Germany, he said, will go as far as 
any other country in disarming. 

“Germany would dissolve her entire 
military establishment,” he said, “and 
destroy what little armaments are left, 
if neighboring countries did likewise. 

“Contrariwise, Germany must in- 
sist at least upon equality.” 

Turning to Germany’s present mili- 
tary situation the chancellor said: 

“Germany has disarmed. Our army 
consists of 100,000 men. The strength 
and quality of the police arg inter- 
nationally regulated. 

“Assistant police, established dur- 
ing our revolution, have an exclusively 

litical character. After the victory 
in the revolution this police organiza- 
tion already is being demobilized and 
will be completely dissolved before the/ 
end of the year. ff 

“Germany now has the moral right 
to demand that other nations 2 
full the obligations of the Versailles 
treaty. 

“The equality promised last No- 
vember was not realized.” 

Touches on France. 

Then, dealing with the desires of 
the French government with regard to 
security he asked: 

“What concrete safeguards does 
France demand beyond the interna- 
tional obligations already assumed? 

“What safeguards is Germany to 
have?” 

Hitler’s long speech, which man 
regard as his: most statesmanlike ef- 
fort, rallied the entire German people 
behind him.

Roosevelt Will Define 
U.S. Arms Limitations 


President, Through ‘Ambassador’ Davis. in 
Geneva, Expected to Tell How Far 
Nation Will Go to Halt War. 


WASHINGTON, May 17.—(#)—, 
President Roosevelt tonight prepared 
to follow up his striking move for 
world-wide arms reduction with a def- 
inite disclosure of how far this nation 
is willing to go to help insure the 
safety of countries which sacrifice 
their arms. 

There were indications that this an- 
nouncement, intended to answer 
French demands for security, would 
be made at a carefully chosen mo- 
ment, and probably by his special am- 
basador, Norman H. Davis, at Ge- 
neva. There the arms conference re- 
opens Friday in an atmosphere of 
hope created by the president’s mes- 
sage and by the cordial response ex- 
ressed today by Germany’s chancel- 
lor, Adolf Hitler. 

Cheered by the tone of the nazi 
leader’s address which officials here 
regarded as very conciliatory, the’ 
president hoped to take advantage of 
the situation and push the Geneva 
conference through to a_ successful 
conclusion. 

Swiftly moving events in the great 
arms drama created by: the president’s 
unprecedented message of yesterday to 
54 of his fellow rulers were these: 

Gracious replies were received at 
the White House from the chiefs of 
12 nations, including King George. of 
Great Britain, and President Lebrun, 
of France; 

Although Germany’s official reply 
had not yet been received tonight, the 
president closely studied the momen- 
tous arms declaration of Chancellor 
Hitler, which was regarded here as 
conciliatory ; 

An official interpretation of the 
president’s message was given at the 
White House, emphasizing. that it 
does not sacrifice American freedom 
of action, although it conveys a 
willingness to consult other nations in 
case its proposed pledges against 
heavy armaments and aggression are 
violated; and 

Definite provision was made in the 
administration’s public works con- 
struction bill for building naval ves-

further limitation of armament. 
“Security” Is Problem. 

Once the nations have shown a dis- 
position for a definite and substantial 
reduction of armaments, this Ameri- 
can trump card will be’ played. 
most delicate factor in obtaining arms 
reduction has been, for years, the 
French demand for “security” which 
arises from fears of a repetition of 
the tragic events which began in Au- 
gust, 1914. 


Specific undertakings by the United 
States in regard to the organization 
and insurance of peace were omitted 
purposely from the president’s mes- 
sage dispatched yesterday to the chiefs 
of 54 nations. 

Such a commitment would be defi- 
nitely contingent upon the establish- 
ment of a comparatively disarmed 
world. But once this good is unde- 
niably in sight the American govern- 
ment will not hesitate to make plain 
its attitude toward the principle of 
united international action to deter- 
mine the aggressor in an armed dis- 
pute and to stay his hand. 

Whether or not the United States 
agrees to sign a consultative pact as 
such, it will affirm its willingness 
once arms have been realistically re- 
duced to bind itself to consult with 
other nations when a disturbance of 
international peace is threatened. At 
the same time this government will re- 
serve complete freedom of action and 
will not be bound by the votes of its 
fellow nations. 

Participation in a general embargo 
on shipments of arms is another tan- 
gible contribution the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration is willing to make. In 
this connection, the senate foreign re- 
lations committee had before it today

Georgia Congressman 
Since 1917 Dies After

ATHENS, Ga., May 17.—(>)— 
Representative Charles H. Brand, 72, 
ranking democrat on the house bank- 
ing committee and a member of the 


national house since 1917, died at his 
residence here today after an illness 
of several months, 

Mr. Brand, representative from the 
tenth Georgia district, was granted 
an indefinite leave of absence last 
December and was never able to re- 
turn to his duties in Washington. His 
illness prevented him from taking his 
seat in the present special session of 
congress, although he was adminis- 
tered the oath by Judge Blanton Fort- 
son at his home. 

Funeral services for Representative

a member, Friday at 12 noon. Inter- 
ment will follow in the Lawrenceville, 
Ga., cemetery. Dr. E. L. Hill, pastor 
of the church, will conduct the serv- 
ices.

US OPENS CASE 
AGANST MICHEL 


Transfer of Huge Block 
of Stock to Wife Closely. 
Scrutinized. 


NEW YORK, May 17.—#)—The 
United States government laid the 
foundation today on which it seeks 
to prove that Charles E. Mitchell's 
transfer of $3,800,000 worth of Na- 
tional City bank stock to his wife in 
1929 was a spurious transaction to 
escape paying $728,709 income taxes 
that year. 

The former chairman of the bank 
also is charged with evading a $129,- 
719 income tax in 1930. 

Three witnesses described the cir- 
cumstances of the 1929 transaction 
and one of them, Edward F. Barrett, 
a’vice president of the bank, who for- 
merly was Mitchell’s secretary and 
handled Mrs. Mitchell’s business af- 
fairs, said that no money passed be- 
tween them. 

Barrett identified photostatic copies 
of a letter from Mitchell to “Dear 
Elizabeth” and a letter from Mrs. 
Mitchell to “Dear Charles” by which 
e banker claims the deal was con- 
summated. Barrett said Mitchell 
gave him -the letters to file.

Mitchell’s resources at that time 
amounted to about $950,000 and that 
in addition to the $3,800,000 which 
the stock would have cost the inter- 
est would run to $190,000 a year.

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INDUSTRY CONTROL 
POWER IS ASKED 
BY PRESIDENT 


$3,300,000,000 Urged in 
Public Works Program 
in Move To Restore Jobs 
for Millions. 


WASHINGTON, May 17.—(UP) 
President Roosevelt asked congress to- 
day for power to create a two-year 
“national recovery plan” which would 
give him tnprecedented control over 


American industry. 

Congressional leaders moved swiftly 
after the chief executive had outiined 
the last of the admini: -ation re- 
habilitation measures to get action on 
the bill. It couples with industrial 
planning a $38,300,000,000 public 
works program and is designed to 
absorb millions now jobless. 

The measure, representing Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's supreme assault on 
the depression, will be taken up to- 
morrow by the housé ways and meaus 
committee. 

The sweeping bill, in brief, pro- 
vides : 

1. Agreements by individual, or 
groups of, industries to control pro- 
duction, fix hours of work and pro- 
vide just wages, which must be ap- 
proved by the president. If an in- 
dustry fails to submit an agreement, 
or its plan is unsatisfactory, then the 
president may initiate one of his own, 
with power to enforce it. The. ob- 
jective is a reorganization of industry 
to prevent recurring surpluses which 
abetted the depression, to eliminate 
“cut-throat” competition, which is a 
handicap to enlightened business and 
industry, to provide jobs for the un- 


tion of labor. 
2 $3,300,000,000 public works 


to per cent of the cost of labor 
and materials to states, counties and 
municipalities for local improvements. 

To finance the public works, the 
treasury may issue bonds, certificates 
or treasury bills under the_ broad 
powers granted for floating of Liberty

A “federal emer- 
gency administrator of publie works” 
will be in charge of the project. 

The bill takes cognizance of un- 
settled world conditions by authoriz- 
ing construction of warships and air- 
planes to reach limits of the 
don naval treaty, and also for army 
housing and motorization of army 
units. There is a proviso that the 
naval and plane construction may be 
suspended if an arms limitation agree- 
ment is reached at Geneva. 

The president insisted that con- 
gress provide taxes to finance the 
public works program as it is “im- 

rative that the credit of the United 
tates government be protected and 
preserved.” He thus sought to ward 
off a campaign of inflationists to fi- 
nance the program out of “green- 
backs.” 

The chief executive made no spe- 
cific tax suggestions to congress. He

Mallory escaped from prison here 
in 1921, and has been working as an 
electrician in Fort Worth since that 
time. 

He was sent up for two and one- 
half years from Mobile county, begin- 
ning his sentence July 20, 1921, and 
escaping October 16 of the same year. 

Governor Miller said that his in- 
formation regarding Mallory’s proper 
conduct since his escape came from 
an Associated Press dispatch from 
Fort Worth.

The $10,176,000 grant to Georgia 
for road construction will be. avail- 
able without the past requirement that 
the funds be matched dollar for dol- 
lar. A part of the fund may also be 
allotted for construction of city streets 
if such streets are part of the con- 
tinuous road system of the state, but 
such allotments must be first approved 
by the state highway department. 

Under the third classification. of-

Under the new farm act he has a 
choice of several methods to ap- 
proach the problem, only one of which 
is mandatory. This one—the Smith 
option plan—requires that he give 
growers who want them, options on 
cotton on which the government has 
made loans, in return for pledges to 
reduce acreage at least 30 per cent. 

He is authorized to obtain title to 
the cotton in which the government 
has a stake—more than 2,000,000 
bales—and offer the options at the 
current market price, with the grow- 
er having the right to exercise his op- 
tion at any time up to January 1. 

The grower is entitled to obtain an 
option from the pool in an amount 
equal to the estimated production of 
the area he retires from cotton rais- 
ing. If the price declined, the grow- 
er would not be responsible for loss. 
That would have to be- absorbed by 
Wallace’s administration. 

Acreage Reduction. 

The theory of the plan, champion- 
ed by Senator Smith, democrat, South 
Carolina, is that with acreage reduc- 
tion potential supply of cotton would 
be reduced and prices would rise. The 
growers’ reward for acreage reduc- 
tion would be the amount of this 
rise. 

Whether it can be used this year 
with about 70 per cent of the eptton 
now planted, has not been determin- 
ed. The act says the plan can be 
used next year as well. 


Wallace can apply of his gen- 
eral power ty helping sive the prob- 
lems of the cotton industry, which 
now has a vast surplus estimated to 
be about equal to a normal year’s 
production. He can seek through 
trade agreements with producers, 
processors, dealers and others to fix 
minimum prices for raw cotton and 
products manufactuured from _ it. 
These agreements could cover a va- 
riety of subjects and would be free 
from anti-trust law prohibitions. Wal- 
lace could enforce them by Yetheisn 
licenses to dealers, millers and others 
who did not observe the agreements. 

He can levy processing taxes at 
the first point of processing and use 
the proceeds to pay bounties to farm- 
ers reducing their output. He can 
apply provisions of the voluntary do- 
mestic allotment plan to cotton or he 
can devise an entirely new plan em- 
ploying a combination of his powers 
in an effort to improve prices. 

A definite policy for cotton is to 
be worked out at a commodity meet- 
ing to be called within a few weeks. 
Meanwhile, representatives of the in- 
dustry have analyzed the prospects of 
using the option plan this year and 
discussed the selection of a commod- 
ity chief to direct the cotton program 
at informal meetings here. 

The policy to be applied to cotton 
depends on a decision on one impvr- 
tant point. A program could be put 
into effect under Wallace’s powers 
setting up a higher price for cotton 
used in domestic consumption with 
the remainder to be offered in export 
ut world price levels. 

The higher price on that portion 
used to fill domestic needs would be 
paid from proceeds of a processing 
tax, with the domestic price level 
protected against imports through 
use of the compensatory import tax. 

Some cotton experts oppose this 
Saying it would lead to retaliatory 
tariffs, injuring the foreign markets 
for American cotton. A lessened for- 
eign demand has been one reason for 
distress in the cotton industry in re- 
cent years. Often more than half of 
the crop is exported but the propor- 
tion of the domestic crop sent to 
other countries has dropped in recent 
years while the ability of the farmer 
to produce it has increased.

the course of countless airplane trips 
has learned to know life and the 
people. 
_ As he stood in his simple uniform 
of his storm troops before the reichs- 
tag, Chancellor Hitler led out bis 
manuscript, every word of which he 
had personally written during thé 
night and whose language breathed 
his own life. 

Any fears that President Roosevelt 
might have created difficulties for 
Hitler by addressing President Hin- 
denburg and other heads of states be- 
fore the reichstag convened, were dis- 
pelled when the chancellor warmly 
and enthusiastically indorsed the 
president's endeavor and promised to 
co-operate actively in its realization. 

The greatest surprise of all to the 
diplomatic gallery was probably Hit- 
ler’s unequivocal offer to scrap armies 
and navies and instruments of ‘aggres- 
sion entirely, provided Germany’s 
neighbors would do likewise. 


Insists on Equality. 


But, however conciliatory the chan- 
cellor was, he left no doubt that Ger- 
many insists on equality of treatment. 

Germany apparently, on the basis 
of the Hitler speech, will refuse to 
sign anything which is calculated to 
perpetuate the existing discrimina- 
tions. 

Yet the chancellor promised his 
support to the British draft conven- 
tion now forming the basis of dis- 
cussions on disarmament at Geneva. 

His government, Herr Hitler said, 
considers that the MacDonald plan 
for disarmament presents a possible 
starting point for the solution ofthe 
arms problem. This plan calls for 
transformation of the reichswehr into 
a conscript short-term army, and re- 
ferring to this the chancellor said: 

“Germany must further demand 
that transformation of the present 
system, which was not desired but was 
forced upon Germany, shall proceed 
apace in proportion as other states 
actually disarm.”

WASHINGTON, May 17.—(/)— 
The nation’s highest naval ‘ officials 
quickly disputed today the finding of 
a Davy court of inquiry that an “error 
of judgment” by the commanding offi- 
cer of the Akron was a “contributory 
cause” of the.great airship disaster.

It added, however, that McCord, 
who lost his life with 72 others when 
the Akron plunged_jinto the Atlantic 
in the early morn April 4, should 
not be “condemn ithout more in- 
formation as to upon whieh he 
based his decisions.

Disagreement with the opinion that 
McCord had erred was expressed b 
William V. Pratt, chief of naval oper- 
ations, in a statement m5 ph Hey by 
Secretary Swanson.

Foreign trade of ‘the United States 


ports to $105,000,000 as compared 
with $108,031,000 in the previous 
month. and imports. to $88,000,000 
from $94,859,000 the previous month. 

The statistics announced today by 
the commerce department showed a 
April of 
$17,000,000 as compared to $8,573.- 
000 in April, 1932. The April totals 
compared with exports for last April 
of $135,085,000 and imports of $126,- 
522,000. 

The department said exports of 
cotton totaled $16,742, during 
April against $17,957,000 in March 
and $20,518,000 during April of 1932. 

Gold exports during April, under 
license as a result of the restrictions 
imposed by President Roosevelt, to- 
taled $16.741,000 as compared with 
$28,123,000 in March and $49.509,- 
000 in April, 1932. Gold imports 
totaled $6,769,000 against $19.271.-

HITLER’S PLEA FOR PEACE. 
. The conservative tone of the ad- 


“ dress of Chancellor Hitler before 
the reichstag, which world-wide 
speculation had feared would be in 
the nature of a war call, will be 
received with universal relief. 

Instead of defiantly challenging 
the world to hold Germany within 
the restrictions of the treaty of 
Versailles, as it was predicted Hit- 
ler would do, the address is, above 
all else, an urgent appeal for dis- 
armament in order that the world 
may again become prosperous. It 
is chiefly sensational in the marked 
difference of its tone from what was 
expected. 

The nazi chieftain pledges that 
Germany will go as far as any na- 
tion in disarmament,.even to the 
scrapping of her entire military 
equipment, if other nations will do 
so; denies any intention or desire 
to invade France or Poland, and 
emphasizes that the greatest task 
facing the world is the securing of 
permanent peace. 

There is no doubt that Hitler 
had planned a drastically different 
declayation, in which he intended 
to put the world. on notice that, 
regardless of the treaty of Ver- 
sailles, Germany would go about its 
own business in the matter of arma- 
ment and war equipment. 

Had he*done so, trouble would 
have immediately ensued. It is for- 
tunate that his intention was broad- 
cast in advance and that.as a re- 
sult he was admonished from both 
outside and from within that the 
pronouncement of any such policy) 
would be disastrous. The modera- 
tion of his address is unquestion- 
ably the result of these admoni- 
tions. 

That President Roosevelt’s mes- 
sage to the nations of the world 
played an important part in the 
changed tone of the Hitler address 
is not to be doubted. Minus dip- 
lomatic red tape and boldly straight- 
forward in its text, it warned of the 
danger of the present armament 
situation, the necessity for a world 
pact for peace, and the unhappy 
results which would ensue to the 
nation, or nations, standing in the 
way of the achievement of that end. 

The message came at a time 
when Hitler was already wavering 
from his intention to throw down 
the gauntlet to the world, and its 
effect is reflected in the degree to 
which his speech tracks the spirit 
and argument of the message. 

Hitler .indorses the MacDonald 
disarmament plan, takes the advice 
of Mussolini, and expresses him- 
self as being in thorough accord 
with the peace attitude of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. In practically 


of the serious results which must 
be faced by a nation which blocks 
the way to peace. With England, 
Germany, Italy and the United 
States now in accord, her failure to 
fall in line will put her in an iso- 
lated and untenable position among 
the great powers. 

The eager reaction, both abroad 
and in the United States, to Presi-

An outstanding evidence of the 
respect and affection with which he 
was held by the people of his dis- 
trict was his re-election last No- 
vember without opposition, despite 
the fact that he had already been 
Stricken by the illness which has 
now brought to a close his long and 
honorable career as a public servant. 

Graduating in law from the Uni- 
versity of Georgia, he soon achieved 
success in his chosen profession of 
law, becoming judge of the supe- 
rior court of the western circuit in 
1906, which post he held until 
1917, when he was elected to con- 
gress. 

His service in the state senate in 
1894-95 well prepared him for his 
duties in the national legislature 
and he soon became one of the 
most influential members of the 
house, especially with regard to 
banking and currency legislation. 
Few members were as well posted 
on these subjects as Congressman 
Brand, and he became an outstand- 
ing participant in debates in con- 
gress on financial matters. 


He was held in high esteem by 
his fellow representatives of both 
parties. He will be missed there, 
as he will be in the state, and par- 
ticularly in the district which he 
worthily represented for many 
years.

Economists Think New Program 


Will Mean Death of Depression 


A rapid turnover of such portion 
as may be expended of the $3,300,- 
000,000 President Roosevelt has asked 
for the nation’s emergency building 
program, and the possibility that it 
will set up a money cycle strong 
enough to end the depression, was 
seen Wednesday night by leading econ- 
omists here, 

Professor Mercer G. Evans, of 
Emory University’s economics depart- 
ment, said: “It is a very desirable 
move. It may be the severe blow .at 
depression needed to get us out of 
the economic morass we are in.” 

Professor R. E. Sheppard, of the 
chair of economics at Georgia Tech, 
said it was a splendid move. and like- 
ly to do “a great deal of good.” 

“The plan for ‘building projects 
that are sélf-supporting is economical- 
ly sound and I have great hopes that 
the congress will give the president 
full co-operation.” 

Professor T. J. Cauley, of Emory, 
predicted the money will turn over 
rapidly because it will first go to the 
people who haven’t been able to spend 
anything and from the wage earners 
to the retailers and then to the whole- 
salers and manufacturers. 


“Once started in public works,” he 
said, “it will open up other lines of 
employment and the cycle of money 
movement is difficult to foretell. Just 
as unemployment breeds more unem- 
ployment, employment will produce 
more and more employment.” 

Saying that the normal turnover 
of money is eight to ten times, Pro- 
fessor Evans explained: 

“Much depends on how and where 
the money moves, of course. If the 
banks use it to build up reserves, 
the turnover will be slow, but if they 
maintain their present reserves ratios 
and use the new money to expand 
their credit ratios, then the turnover 
will be normal, or nearly so.” 

A 10-time turnover of $3,300,000,- 
000 in a year would mean, economists 
pointed out, a $33,000,000,000 boost 
to business in the country. 

Taking the $33,000,000,000 to the 
next step, it was pointed out, would 
mean $10 per day for 300 working 
days for 10,000,000 unemployed. The 
chain is endless and $25,000,000,000 
to $50,000,000,000 changing hands be- 
cause of the first year’s turnover of 
$3,300,000,000 would bring an end to 
the depression before the Roosevelt 
term is half. over.

“eliminate these temporary re-employ- 
ment taxes.” 

He summarized his program as “the 
machinery necessary for a great co- 
operative movement throughout all 
industry in order to obtain wide re- 
employment, to shorten the working 
week, to pay a decent wage for the 
shorter week and to prevent unfair 
competition and disastrous over-pro- 
duction.” 

The industrial control plan carries 
safeguards against monopoly and pro- 
tects labor. Collective bargaining is 
guaranteed and all interference ig for- 
bidden with the right of a worker to 
join a labor union, Industries may 
differentiate in fixing wages as to 
experience and locality, but no classi- 
fication. that would set a maximum 
as well as a minimum wage is per- 
mitted. 

Penalties are provided throughout 
for violation of agreements, with $500 
fine and two-year imprisonment or 
both authorized for certain offenses. 

In contrast with earlier drafts of 
the bill. the measure does not set up 
a board, but allows the president to 
employ whatever agencies needed. 

Loans to private industry, previ- 
ously authorized, are not permitted. 

There 1s a ban against employment 
of convict labor on the highways au- 
thorized, and a requirement that ex- 
service men be given preference in 
employment on the manifold projects 
authorized.

Leaving Army After 36 
Years of Service. 


FORT BENNING, Ga., May 17.— 
/P)—Major General Campbell King, 
who deserted his law studies 36 years 
ago to join the army and started a 
career that took him from the ranks 
to the past of commandant of the in- 
fantry school here, is leaving the 
service. 

Orders issued at the war depart- 
ment today in Washington instructed 
Major General King to proceed to his 
home, Charleston, 8, C., to await re- 
tirement on his own application. 

General King’s retirement will 
bring to an end a span of service that 
took him to the Philippines, Cuba 
and to France, besides his various as- 
signments in the United States. 

It was shortly after he had attend- 
ed Harvard University and had begun 
studying law in Atlanta that General 
King enlisted in the army, joining up 
‘with the Fifth United States cavalry 
in 1897. The next year saw his first 
promotion from the ranks, for he was 
made a second lieutenant of infantry, 
and in he went with his regi- 
ment to Cuba. ‘He also saw service in 
the Philippines. 

In 1 he was connected with the 
infantry and cavalry schools at the 
staff college at Fort Leavenworth, 
Kan., and later became an instructor 
in the army war college in Washing- 
ton. 

General King went to France in 
July, 1917, to do his tour of duty in 
the World War, and served as di- 
vision ehief of staff of the first di- 
vision after November, 1917. He was 
in the midst of the fighting in most 
of the major engagements of his di- 
vision. In 1918 he was made chief: of 
staff of the seventh army corps, and 
in the same year he received the 
rank of brigadier general, a rating he 
held until 1932, when he became a 
major general. 

General King took charge of the in- 
fantry school here in 1929.

, Mind as Queen Pre- 
pares To Sail. 


NEW YORK, May 17.—(/)—Mrs. 
Helen Wills Moody, who says she. is 
playing her “usual” game, sets sail 
Saturday for the Wimbledon cham- 
pionships with an opportunity to 
round out @ competitive record that 
may stand for all time. 

The thought of setting any record 
was furthest from her mind as she. 
arrived in New — for shopping and 
practice before her departure Satur- 
day on the Statendam, but the fact 
remains she has an opportunity to 
tie Mile. Suzanne Lenglen’s record of 
six Wimbledon singles titles. 

The acquisition of her sixth all- 
England title would make her total 
for major tournaments 18—six Wim- 
bledor, eight United States champion- 
ships and four French—which is. just 
six more than the number won by 
Mile. Lenglen in her reign over the 
courts from 1919 through 1926. 

“Really, I don't know that,” she 
said, when it was pointed out a tri- 
umph this year would raise her Wim- 
bledon championships to six and the 
same number as the great’ French 
woman player. “I have to stop and 
count up on my fingers to know 
oe times I’ve won at Wimble- 

on.” 

It was in 1924, just after she had 
won the Olympic title at Paris, that 
Mrs. Moody made her first appear- 
ance at Wimbledon and her last los- 
ing one there. Mrs. L. A. Godfree, 
the then Kitty McKane, defeated her 
in the finals. She returned to win 
the title in 1927-28-29-30 and 32. An 
appendicitis attack at Paris in 1926 
prevented her competing at London 
that year.

Validity of the selection of mem- 
bers of the May-June term Fulton 
grand jury was attacked Wednesday 
by Phil C. McDuffie, attorney, who 


is seeking authority from Judge Vir- 
B. Moore, of Fulton superior 
court, to file quo warranto proceed- 
ings against the jurors. Judge Moore, 
after consultation with fellow mem- 
bers of the Atlanta circuit bench and 
with. McDuffie, said that he will an- 
nounce his decision early this after- 
noon. 

McDuffie said Wednesday after- 
noon that if Judge Moore refuses to 
order the petition filed, he will take 
the case up on a fast bill of excep- 
tions. | 

Author of a number of statements 
during the March-April jury’s con- 
troversy over its right to go into an 
investigation of county affaigs, Mc- 
Duffie presented to Judge Moore a 
petition in which he charged that 
Judge Moore’s court was not in ses- 
sion on April 14 when the new grand 
jurors were drawn, and that the cor- 
rect form of drawing a jury was not 
followed. 

McDuffie alleges that in drawing 
the jury, Judge Moore unlocked the 
jury box, took out a handful of paper 
slips bearing names of talesmen. and 
turned them over to H. G. Bradley, 
deputy sheriff and custodian of the 
jury box, who drew up a list of 40 
jurors and obtained certification from 
Judge Moore, who “performed none 
of the essential acts in drawing a 
grand jury except the purely physical 
act of opening the box.” 

McDuffie sets out in his petition 
that the drawing is required by law 
to be done openly in open court, and 
charges that Bradley prepared the list 
without knowledge on the part of 
Judge Moore as to its truth, “placing 
it within the power of Bradley to set 
up &@ venire entirely different from 
the persons actually drawn from the 
jury box.” McDuffie alleges that 
Judge Moore turned the slips over to 
Bradley without first ascertaining the 
names on the slips. 

The petition names as defendants 
all members of the present grand jury, 
and asks that they be removed from 
office. McDuffie alleges that there is 
a matter of “peculiar importance” be- 
fore the May term grand jurors, re- 
ferring to the report of the citizens’ 
committee named by the preceding 
jury to investigate county affairs, and 
that the May term jury is charged 
with the duty of seeing that economies 
promised by the county commission 
are carried out. 

McDuffie alleges that it is impor- 
tant that a “legally constituted grand 
jury” should. be in office to conduct 
an investigation of the municipal court 
of Atlanta. 

The petition also attacks the quali- 
fications of the judges of superior 
court to pass on the quo warranto 
proceedings, on the ground that the 
“jury was drawn by Judge Moore in 
an illegal manner on April 14, the 
very day when Judge John D, Hum- 
phries cautioned the March term grand 
jury to restrict its investigations.” 
McDuffie alleges that all indictments 
returned by the present grand jury 
are illegal and void.
